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HEARST OUSTED BY FRANCE, 
AT HOME AMONG FASCISTS

(This is the first of a series of three articles on America’s Public 
Enemy Number One, William Randolph Hearst, by a former Hearst 
reporter. No one knews better than the men who work for him, how 
Hearst’ uses every method of falsehood and appeals to prejudice to 
pave the way for a fascist dictatorship.—-Ed. } 


There is in these United States an enemy o! rightcousness and 
social justice whose career has been one of duplicity and deceit, of 
instigated crime and war, who by reason of his wealth and influence 
has done more to demoralize our youth and lower our prestige as a 
nation than a thousand men of similar standing, and who as the 
Originator of slogan might well be called Public Enemy 
No. One. 

That man is Wiliam Randolph Hearst.

He is one man in this country whose machinations are a menace 

SO appalling that it is high time that he should be pilloried tor what 

he is—an unconscionable yellow journalist, a patriot for revenue only, 

an enemy of the working class, a moral profligate, a common liar, 

an exploiter of labor, and a man whom multiplied millions believe 
s guilty of the crime of murder. 


This man is now engaged in an endeavor to strangle the de- 
mocracy he pretends to espouse by organizing in this country a fas- 
cist despotism to take its place. From coast to coast, as a basis for 


action, in every newspaper he controls, he persistently and daily, by 
editorial and cartoon, misrepresents Communism as 2 dictatorship 
of force and murder and Comniunists as bearded devils who would 
plunge America into bloody anarchy. His definitions or Communism 
are glaringly misrepresentative. The yarns retailed in the columns 
of his papers written by mercenary hack writers, and purporting to 
depict conditions of life and labor in the Soviet Union, are so 
palpably false that the reader who knows the truth grows sick as 
he reads. 


FOR FASCISM 


Hearst's obvious intent is to establish in this country ‘a fascist 
_ dictatorship and then have American fascism unite with Japanese 
militarism and European fascism in a war of conquest on the Soviet 
Union. That he is not alone in this enterprise is obvious; but he is 
the spokesman of the movement which he proposes to use as the 
spearhead of all movements of like character which are now being 
organized fcr fascism and war. 

Many veais age the writer of these articles was an assignment 
reporter for one of Hearst’s newspapers—The Chicago American— 
when Mr. M. Koenigsberg (of whom more later) was city editor, 
Mr. A. Lawrence was managing editor, and Charles Edward Russell 
was local editorial writer. It was then that his knowledge of the 
Hearst journalistic game began. His knowledge of Hearst’s methods 
of gathering and writing news continued to grow with his experience. 
And he can truly say that to rise in the estimation of Hearst the 
reporter must know not only how to write a fascinating story, but 
he must be both a liar and a thief. 


LOATHED BY ALL 


There is not a working newspaper man in the United States, not 
in Hearst’s employ, who does not loathe this journalistic monster of 
the yellow press. Go into the city room of any newspaper between 
the two oceans and announce that “you are a Hearst hireling, and 
you are regarded with suspicion and contempt. If decent news writer: 
were to write honest opinions of the man who pays Arthur Brisbane 
his salary, what they wrote would be so hot that it would burn 
through any material not made of asbestos. Among themselves, , 
newspaper men the country over, whenever they wish to descend to 
the rottenest kind of conversation, generally regale themselves with 
stories relating to William Randolph Hearst. 


The big story among newspaper men is that concerning Hearst’s 
expulsion from France a year or so ago. It is reliably reported that 
Hearst staged in his room in a leading Parisian hotel a series of 
orgies so grossly immoral that even professional French degenerates 
were scandalized. When ihese scandals were brought to the atten- 
tion of the French government, the authorities were compelled to 
order Hearst to leave the country. Later, this high priest of Ameri- 
can yellow journalism went to Germany where, among. the pals of 
Adolf Hitler, he found comrades of kindred kidney, with whom he 
could make merry.
